Shortly  before  10  o'clock  exploalona 
and  heavy  firing  oould  be  heard  In  the 
direction  of  Dunkirk  and^Calaia,  and  It 
waa  thought  a  raid  on  a  large  acale 
waa  taking  place  along  the  French 
ooaat.  Tbla  laatad  until  nearly  mid- 
night, whan  warnlnga  were  given,  and 
abortly  afterward  bomba  began  to 
drop.  Anti-aircraft  guna  went  Into  ac- 
tion, and  the  whirr  of  airplane  englnea 
could  be  beard.  Searchligbta  were 
brought  Into  operation,  but  failed  to 
pi«k  out  the  raldera.

aeaward.  Ita  engine  making  tbe  loudeat 
nolae  ever  beard  there  from  an  aircraft. 
The  Bound  resembled  the  noiae  of  a 
aeppelln  and  came  from  a  great  height. 

The  ralda  over  the  aoutheaat  coaat 
on  Sunday  and  Monday  nigbta  aeem  to 
have  been  more  for  the  purpoae  of 
teatlng  the  poaaibillty  of  attack  by 
moonlight  than  in  the  hoi>e  of  doing  any 
oonaiderable  damage.  Like  tbe  alngle 
aviator  who  dropped  bomba  on  Cjover 
Sunday  night,  thoee  who  camo'  laat 
night  kept  at  a  great  altitude,  and 
while  their  macblnea  could  be  heard 
they  could  not  be  aeen.  Nevertheleaa. 
Brltlah  aeroplanea  went  up  In  purault. 

After  dropping  bomba  over  a  wide 
area,  many  of  them  tailing  Into  flalda 
or  the  aaa,  the  raldera  departed  aa 
aul'Skly  aa  they  bad  ooma.

Heavy  Artillery  Fire  and  Minor 
Infantry  Actions  Make  Up

LONDON.  Sept.  4.— (Router'a  Ot- 
tawa Agency)  — UTelegraphtng  today 
from  the  front.  Reuter'a  correapondent 
at  the  Brltlah  Army  Haadquartera, 
aaya: 

"The  weather  remalna  blue  and  bril- 
liant. Tbla  of  itself  la  a  commonplace 
piece  of  newa.  but  It  la  of  Importance 
in  war.  The  flat  green  and  brown 
Flandera  levela,  rolling  back  from  the 
fringe  of  flre-blaated  batUeflelda.  look 
their  very  beat  today  in  the  aunablne. 
The  (una  are  throbbing  and  groaning 
and  curaing  all  along  the  diatance 
from  which  one  heara  them,  varied 
frequently  by  the  deeper  vibratlona  of 
bomba  and  the  aharp  crackling  of  anti- 
aircraft ahella,  touching  the  blue  field 
with  lingering  white  flocks.  The 
ground  la  drylnjr  up  wonderfully  un- 
der a  ateady  guah  of  westerly  wind. 

"About  midnight  the  Canadlana  once 
again  bit  in  upon  the  outer  shell  of 
Lena.  The  brilllaat  moonlight  aaslat- 
ed  a  raiding  party  in  going*  over  the 
front.  Whilat  the  enemy  waa  buay 
dealing  with  this  Ineuralon  another 
party  moved  out  along  a  front  of  about 
100  yards.  Thay  succeeded  In  eatab- 
llshing  Boat*  about  SCO  z*rda  forwards 
of  their  front  lloea.  A  few  |(rlaonera 
of  the  Second  Pruaalan  Guards  Re- 
serve Regiment  were  brought  back. 
The  raldera  found  the  Oermana  chlehy 
In  ahell  holea.  Into  which  they  had 
been  driven  by  our  artillery   fire."

Finance  Minister  'Makes  Refer- 
ence to  Lord  Shaughnessy's 
Version  of  Canadian  North- 
ern Purchase  Negotiations.

OTTAiWA.  Sept.  4.— The  following 
atatement  waa  Issued  tonlglit  -by  Sir 
Thomaa  White: 

"My  attention  haa  been  called  to  a 
atatement  appearing  In  todajr'a  preas 
by  Lord  Shaushneasy.  Prealdent  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  respect- 
ing the  proposed  acquisition  by  the 
Oovarnment  of  the  atock  of  the  C.  N. 
R.  In  the  course  of  his  remarka  Lord 
Shaughneasy  makee  the  following  as- 
sertion: 

"  'It  la  true  acquisition  of  tbe  C.  N. 
R.  by  the  .  Canadian  Pacific  waa  die- 
cussed  by  the  parties  concerned,  ba.( 
the  discuBslon  was  at  the  suggestion 
of  members  of  the  Dominion  Cabinet. 
After  a  time  It  waa  evident  that  no 
transaction  waa  possible,  and  ncgotla- 
ttona  were  dropped.' 

"I  daalre  to  say  that  Lord  Shaugh- 
neasy la  under  a  complete  mlaappre- 
benaion  aa  to  the  origin  of  tbe  nego- 
tiatlona  referred  to,  which  wer«i  Ini- 
tiated by  the  two  companiea  them' 
selves,  and  not  by  the  Oovemment. 
We  became  aware  that  such  negotia- 
tions had  been  laltiated.  and  that  they 
Involved  aa  a  part  of  the  tranaactlon 
the  surrender  df  tho  forty  million  dol- 
lara  of  atock  of  the  C.  X.  R.  held  by 
the  Dominion  Oovemment.  In  one  or 
more  Intervlewa  I  diacuaaed  the  matter 
Informally  with  Mr.  Seattle  of  the  C. 
P.  R.  My  contention  waa  that  the 
tranaactlon  waa  impracticable,  and  I 
ao  Informed  Mr.  Seattle,  auKReatlng  at 
the  same  ^tlme  that  nothing  further 
should  be  done  In  the  matter,  pending 
a  full  conalderatloa  by  the  Oovem- 
roant  ef  the  report  from  the  railway 
eommlaalon,  which  bad  come  to  hand 
aome  time  before  but  which  bad  not 
yet  baen  taken  under  deliberation. 

"After  giving  the  report  lu  conatd- 
eration.  the  Oovemment  determined  to 
acquire  the  capital  atock  of  the  C.  N. 
R.  Company  and  Introduce  In  Parlia- 
ment tba  necoMHiry  leglalatloa  to  that 
end.  Lord  Shauchneaay  refers  to 
'peraonal  Inveatmenta  In  uafertunata 
veaturea.  aueb  aa  ooal  minea.  i...iber 
mllla.  blast  furnaces  and  other  worka 
alleged  to  have  be«n  undeftaken  for 
the  advantage  of  the  C.  S.  enterprt>»a. 
but  being  In  fact  private  aperalationa 
of  tbe  promoters  of  the  railway  corn- 
pony.  As  the  minra.  lamb^  mllla. 
fumaree  and  othor  worka  referred  to 
ara  not  owned  by  iha  C.  X.  R.  Ca.,  It 
la  to  ba  pointed  out  that  tbay  ara  aot 
wlthtoi  the  scope  of  the  arhltratloa  for 
detarmlning  tbe  ralwe  of  the  «.'.  .N,  R. 
aharen  which  are  to  ba  aci|«lro«  by  tbe 
Oovaraiaaau'' 


PARIS,  Sept.  4.— A  dlapatcb  to  the 
Havaa  Agency  from  Hasebrouck  aays: 

"Weatern  Flandera  ia  being  evacuated 
aa  far  as  the  line  of  Courtral-Thourot 
(thla  line  running  to  the  east  respect- 
ively of  Yprea  and  Ulxmude).  It  was 
learned  today  that  many  refugeea  are 
being  cared  for  at  Obent.  large  numbera 
arriving  from  Ronlera  (northeaat  of 
Yprea),  where  the  Brltlah  are  bombard- 
lag  ceaaelasaly. 

"Tbe  population  of  Courtral  has  been 
authorized  by  the  Oerman  olRcIals  tO 
leave  if  they  desire,  and  a  majority  of 
them  have  departed.  Refugeea  from 
Northern  France  and  Flandera  are  go- 
ing to  Llmburg." 

Xaar  Bombtaf  Balda 

LONDON.  Sept.  4.— The  Britlah  head- 
Qliartera  report  tonight  aaya: 

"In  a  raid  carried  out  laat  night 
north  of  Lena  our  troops  captured  four 
machine  suna  and  a  number  of  prlaon- 
era. 

"There  had  baen  conalderabla  activity 
on  both  aides  of  the  Ypres  front  Tho 
enemy's  artillery  alao  haa  ahown  some 
activity  In  tbe  Nleuport  sector. 

"There  haa  been  aome  bombing  by  the 
enemy  of  various  plaoea  behind  our 
Unea  the  Uat  two  nights.  At  some 
points  attacked  a  few  caaualtlea  oc- 
curred among  the  soldiers  and  civlllana 
and  aome  damage  waa  done  to  private 
property.  There  waa  no  damage  of 
m'litary  ImporUnce.  Laat  night  one  of 
tba  enemy  machines  employed  In  these 
opciatlona  waa  brought  down  by,  our 
fire. 

"Thi  Improvement  In  the  weather  led 
to  great  aerial  activity  today  on  both 
sides.  Much  successful  work  waa  done 
In  co-operatlOB  with  the  artillery  and 
many  filghU  were  taken.  In  the 
oouraa  of  tba  day  and  nlgkt  over  flra 
tone  of  bombs  were  dropped  by  our  alr- 
pTknea  «B~en«my  railway  stations,  bit- 
lets  and  alrdromea. 

"The  enemy  aircraft  were  aggressive. 
In  the  air  fighting  twelve  Oerman  ma- 
chlnaa  were  brought  down  and  three 
others  were  driven  down  out  of  control. 
Seven  of  ours  are  missing." 

'The  enemy's  artillery  ahowed  great 
activity  during  the  night  northeast  of 
Ypres,"  saya  an  official  report  Issued 
here  today.  "We  advanced  our  lines 
slightly  northwest  of  St.  Julian. 

"We  (Canadian  troops)  carried  out 
a  auccessful  raid  last  night  directly 
north  of  Lens.  Our  troops  killed  a 
number  of  Oe'rmans  and  captured  sev- 
eral prisoners. 

"A  hostile  raiding  party  was  driven 
off  south  of  La  Bassee.'

PARIS,  Sept.  4.— The  official  com- 
munication Issued  by  the  War  Office 
tonight  reads: 

"There  was  no  Infantry  action.  Oreat 
artillery  activity  was  displayed  In  the 
region  of  Moulin  do  Laffauz,  between 
Cerny  and  Alllea,  and  both  banka  of  tbe 
Meuaa."   . 

The  following  official  report  waa  la- 
aued  here  thla  afternoon: 

"Not  far  from  the  Hurteblse  farm 
the  fire  of  our  forcea  broke  up  an  at- 
tack led  by  detachmenta  of  enemy 
'ahock'  troopa,  who  suffered  serious 
losses  without  obtaining  their  objeo- 
tlvea. 

"In  the  Champagne  district  at  tha 
and  of  tha  day  we  executed  an  extended 
aurprlao  attack  along  the  roadway  be- 
tween Souain  and  Somme-Py.  French 
detachments  charxed  and  brought  back 
prisoners  and  certain  gas  Installations, 
having  penetrated  enemy  trenches  along 
a  front  of  tao  metres  and  to  the  entire 
depth  of  the  enemy's  first  position. 
After  having  destroyed  numerous  ^as 
tanks  and  blowing  up  various  sbalters. 
our  men  returned  to  their  lines,  bring- 
ing back  about  forty  prlaonera.  four 
machlna  guna,  ona  trench  cannon  and 
other  Important  materials. 

"To  the  cast  ef  Baplfneal  French  rccen*

OTTAWA.  Sept.  4.— Tba  entire  alttlng 
In  the  Commons  today  waa  taken  up 
with  consideration  of  Publlo  Worka  De- 
partment estimates  for  the  construe- 
Uon  of  wharves  and  breakwatera  an4 
general  harbor  Improvements,  more 
partloulariy  in  tho  MarltlnJte  Provlncea 

Exception  was  taken  by  Opposition 
members  to  a  number  of  votes  on  tbe 
score  that  they  were  for  election  rather 
than  for  practical  purposes.  They 
mainUlned  that  It  was  not  really  the 
IntMition  of  the  Oovemment  to  go 
ahead  with  the  proposed  works. In  many 
caaes.  They  also  argued  that  owing  to 
tbe  lateness  of  the  season  It  would  b« 
Impossible  to  have  the  sums  spent  bo- 
fore  tbe  snow  files,  and  that  It  was. 
therefore,  useless  to  vote  the  money  at 
the  present  time.  ' 

Hon.  J.  D.  Held,  acting  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  on  the  other  hand,  main- 
tained that  In  every  case  the  Oovem- 
ment had  acted  upon  recommendatlona 
of  the  district  onglneer  aad  that  tha 
proposed  works  wore  necessary.  .  .Ha  aa-  * 
ta>eTTlr«  blouse  that  the  money  In  all 
oaaaa  would  ba  apent  aa  soon  as  tho  < 
appropriation  was  approved  by  Parlia- 
ment, and  the  approaching  election  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  plaolag  of  theae 
estimatea   before  tha  Houaa. 

From  Ontario  to  tha  coast  and  north 
to  the  Yukon  there  was  little  opposi- 
tion. A  vote  of  1100,000  for  dredging 
the  Fraser  River  In  British  Columbia 
waa  held  over,  however,  on  opposition 
from  Mr.   Carvell.

ARTILLERY  AND  GAS 
SEND  RUSSIANS  BACK 


Lines  on  Dvina  River  Broken  by  Overwhelming 

Force  of  Guns — Defenders  Sustain  Heavy 

Losses  and  Are  Compelled  to  Give 

Way — Some  Fight  Bravely 


Evacuation  of  Riga  City 
Prepared  for  in  Advance 

Many  of  Northern  Troops  Known  to  Have  Beeit 
Tampered  With  by  Maximalists  and  German 
Agents — Women's  Battalion  Shows      _n^^^ 
Fine  Example  to  Army 


LONDON,  Sept.  4.— The  press  bureau 
Issued  a  semi-official  Uusslan  com- 
munication dated  September  4.  which 
sajs  In  part: 

'  The  catastrophe  at  Riaa  wan  not 
wholly  unexpected;  measvrMS  for  the 
evacuation  of  the  littoral  of  the  galf 
ware ''taken  before  the  passage  of  the 
Oerraana  across  the  Ovina  itoar  Uxskull. 
Artillery  of  heavy  callUro  on  perma- 
nent emplacement  was  thrown  out  of 
position  during  the  last  week.  After 
the  Dvlna  was  forced,  tho  order  was 
given  to  expedite  the  evacuation  of 
Riga.  A  train  with  wounded  left  undor 
German  artlllary  fire. 

"The  Russian  troops  withdrawing 
from  Riga  ara  nolding  up  tha  anamy's 
praasure.  Several  uniU  have  ahown  ex- 
ceptional valor,  repulsing  German  coun- 
ter-attacks with  the  bayonet.  The  1st 
Battalion  of  Death,  compoiied  of  women, 
particularly  dlatln^ulshed  itself,  throw- 
ing Itself  into  the  malea  at  most  •  rlt- 
Ical  momenta,  and  throw  Iiik  back  and 
puraulng  the  anamy  nearly  thraa  kilo- 
metres, m  aplta  of  the  loaaaa  It  bad 
auatalnad. 

"The  example  aat  iy  this  batUllon 
Inspired  tl^a  other  unite.  Oanornl  No- 
vltaky  personally  directed  the  attacaa' 
•  .Ueneral  Voltlnsky,  commissioner  to 
the  commander-ln-chlaf  of  the  northern 
armies,  referring  to  the  events  In  the 
region  where  the  front  waa  pierced  on 
Hepteber  1.  writea  that  after  the  Oer- 
mana had  silenced  the  Ruaalan  bat- 
terled  the  flrat  Una  trencliea  were  de- 
stroyed by  artlllary.  and  the  Ruaaians. 
bavins  auffarad  enormoiia  losaas,  were 
obliged  to  retlra.  It  was  thus  possible 
for  tha  Oertnana  to  throw  pontoona  over 
tha  Dvlna  iipbost  without  losa 
.  Tha  (^yatniatlta  of  tha  piaread  front 
Kan  mada  dlfflfqilt  by  the  irraat  extent 
Of  the  gapa  and  the  complata  absence  of 
artillery. 


BERLIN,  Sept.  4.— Today'a  official  re- 
port  aaya: 

"Army  group  of  Prince  Leopold- 
After  two  days  of  fighting  the  a^my 
under  tbe  leadership  of  Infantry  Gen- 
eral von  Hutler  yesterday  took  from  the 
west  and  aoutheaat  the  city  of  Riga, 
which  was  ablaie  at  many  poinu.  Our 
^experienced  fighters  everywhere  broke 
down  the  Russian  resistance  and  in  an 
Impetuoua  forward  thrust  overcame 
every  obsUole  presented  by  tho  wooda 
and  marshes.  I^e  Russlana  very  hur- 
riedly evacuated  their  extensive  brldgo- 
head  west  of  the  Dvina  and  Riga,  and 
our  divlsiona  now  stand  before  tha 
niouth  of  the  Dvlna. 

"Dense  mnsses  of  troopa  are  crowd- 
ing along  all  the  roads  from  Rlgn  In  a 
northeasterly  direction  in  both  dny  and 
night  marches. 


RUSSIA  STIRRED 

BY  FALL  OF  RIGA 

Petrograd  Press  Emphasizes  Lesson  That  Army 
Must  Be  Reorganized— Measure  to  Halt  En- 
emy's Advance — Germans  Express  Inten- 
tion of  Permanently  Retaining  City 


PETROGRAD,  Sept.  4 — .The  Petro- 
grad morning  papers  agree  on  ^ha 
gravity  of  the  situation  created  by  the 
fall  of  Riga,  the  only  bright  feature 
in  which  la  the  report  from  the  eom- 
mlssary  of  the  northern  army  to  the 
Council  of  Deputies,  which  declantrs 
that  tht  army  fought  Taliantly  although 
overwhelmed  by  the  enemy's  heavy 
artillery  and  gas,  and  although  com- 
pelled to  retreat,  preserves  Its  fighting 
spirit 

Most  of  the  newspapers  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  fall  of  Riga  In  Itaeif 
doea  not  threaten  Petrograd.  For  such 
an  operation,  aays  The  Rech,  von  Hln- 
denburg  on  tbe  north  front  has  only 
soven  corps. 

Boris  Savlnkoff,  assistant  Minlatar  of 
War,  says  measures  are  being  taken  to 
halt  the  Oerman  advance,  but  that  It  la 
not  yet  paaalbla  to  atata  tha  poaltloa  of 
the  new  defanoe  line. 

Tha  Ruaskala  Vol  la  expreaaas  faar 
that  tbe  next  Oerman  operatlona  will 
ba  against  Mlnak.  Riga's  fall,  declaroa 
tba  parpor,  "Is  the  last  warning." 

The  Novoe  Vremya  echoes  this 
saatlmant,  declaring  tlwt  tha  army 
muat  ba  reorgaalsad  at  otttm.  It  adda: 
'H'be  anemy  la  marchlug  on  Petrograd."

Tha  bom- 
bardment lasted  six  hours,  balag  par- 
ticularly Intense  in  the  region  of  Uar 
hull.  At  11  o'clock  In  the  morning,  under 
cover  of  his  artillery  flra.  the  enemy 
threw  bin  flrat  pontoona  aeroas  the 
Dvlna.  Two  of  hla  bridges  wera  da« 
atroyed  by  Russian  battariaa.  At  ona 
o'clock  the  Germans  aoecaadad  la  gain- 
ing a  footWig  on  tha  right  bank  .of  tha 
river.

•Manner  of  Applying  Exemption 
Under  Conscription  Bill  Is 
Judicated  —  Establishment 
of  Examination  Tribunals. 


Some  Explanatory  Changes 
Made  In  Its  Provisions  — 
Amendment  of  Senator  Bos- 
tock  Ruled  Out  of  Order, 


OTTAWA.  jPept.  4.— Amendmenta  were 
made  to  the  Income  tax  bill  by  the 
Donate  thia  afternoon.  The  bill  waa 
reported  and  atanda  for  a  third  reading 
on   Wednesday   afternoon. 

The  section  denning  the  Incomea  aub- 
fected  to  taxation  waa  amended  ao  that 
taxable  inconia  la  declared  to  be  ihe 
"annual  net  proflt."  inatead  of  the  "an- 
nual pront."  aa  in  the  original  bill. 
Other  amendmenta  were  made  to  the 
eame  olauae  to  make  It  clear  that  while 
bequeata  and  prooeeda  of  life  Inaurance 
policies  were  not  to  be  regarded  aa  in- 
come, th^ earnings  of  the  bequeata  and 
the  policlea  were  Incomea  aubjeot  to  the 
taxation. 

Another  amendment  declares  that  in 
computing  the  Income  tha  peraon  taxed 
aball  not  <be  allowed  to  deduct  the 
amount  of  peraonal  or  Uvlng  expenaes. 

Senator  Boatock,  tho  Opposition 
leader,  moved  that  for  each  dependent 
child  the  taxpayer  ahould  have  exemp- 
tion of  1160.  Ha  stated  there  waa 
exemption  for  each  child  in  England 
and  Prance. 

sir  James  LougheeA  replied  that  he 
could  not  accept  the  amendment.  The 
amendmenta  already  made  were  of  an 
expUnatory  nature,  and  did  not  affeet 
tha  ibUl.  Tha  amendment  propos^ 
would  reduce  the  amount  of  taxation  for 
the  Government.  ^ 

Senator  Landry  aaid'^that  under  the 
bill  married  people  without  children 
would  receive  exemption  on  $3,000  of  Inl 
come  from  taxation.  The  people  living 
next  door  with  a  half-doken  children 
would  have  ezacfly  the  same  exemption, 
no  more  and  no  less.  He  held  that  this 
was  a  very  poor  provision. 

Senator  Wataon  suggested  that  ex- 
emption be  given  for  children  and  that 
the  loss  be  made  up  by  increasing  the 
rate  of  taxation  on  large  incomes. 

Senator  Domvllle  euggnsted  an  ex- 
emption of  five  per  cent  for  each  child. 
Senator  Lougheed  ralaed  the  point  of 
order  that  the  revenue  provtaiona  obuld 
not  ba  al  tared  by  the  Senate. 

Chairman  Sproule.  acting  as  chairman, 
of  tha  committee,  sustained  the  ruling. 

Senator  Bostock  appealed  to  the  Sen- 
ate from  the  declalon,  which  waa  aua- 
talned  by  37  to  »i. 

The  clause  requiring  employers  to  de- 
duct the  amount  of  the  tax  from  the 
aalariea  of  employees  and  .pay  diraet  ta 
the  Oovernment,  waa  amended  by  sir 
James  Lougheed.  ao  that  employers 
will  deduct  and  pay  only  the  "normal 
tax."  He  atated  that  It  would  be  In^- 
possible  for  employers  to  compute  the 
amount  of  the  super-tax.

WINNIPEO.  Sept.  4.— "The  people  of 
Aiherta  are  in  favor  of  a  union  gov- 
ernment." Hon  Wilfrid  Qariepy.  Mtals- 
ter  of  Municipal  Affairs  of  Alberta,  de- 
clared today  in  an  Interview.  Mr. 
Oarlepy  has  just  arrived  here  from  Ot- 
tawa and  Is  staring  a  few  days  before 
proceeding   West. 

"Albertans,  I.  believe."  said  Mr.  Oarl- 
epy, "are  in  favor  of  a  union  govern- 
ment, providing  It  can  he  conducted 
honeatly.  But  they  believe  that  the 
oonttauanea  of  tha  preaent  Oovomment 
at  Ottawa  will  retard  Canada's  pro- 
gramme in  tha  war.  l  believe  Atborta 
paopla  want  Borden  eliminated  ^rom  any 
union  govecnmeat  whIeh  nay  he 
fom^fed." 


OTTAWA.  Sept.  4.— The  Bvealng  Clti- 
sea   eays    today : 

"It  is  the  Intention  of  the  Oovemnient 
to  apply  eztraptlon  to  an  even  more  gen- 
eroua  extent  than  la  Included  in  the  mtli- 
terjr  ■ervice  bill  itself.  Kmphaais  l«  to 
be  laid  oa  tba  fact  ttiat  the  bill  de«k  not 
mcaa  coD*crlptioa  la  the  broad  aceeptanoe 
of  the  term,  taklna  everybody  ot  military 
aie,  but  there  will  be  a  proceaa  et  ellm- 
inatlon  of  thoae  who  can  well  be  spared 
aa  distinguished  from  those  whose  aer- 
vices  are  vital  to  the  country  at  home, 
la  a  few  daya  regulatleaa  under  the  act 
will  be  promulgated  by  the  maler-general 
In  the  light  of  hia  conferenee  with  the. 
advisory  ceunell.  They  are  designed  to 
secure  uniformity  on  the  bafels  of  action 
of 'the   tribunals. 

"Men  who  are  bona  fide  engaged  in 
vital  Indtntries,  and  who  cannot  be  re- 
placed, will,  aeeordlag  to  the  regulatloas, 
be  aatiUed  te  examination.  In  this  class 
are  these  engaged  In  agriculture,  mining. 
Ashing  or  other  lines  of  production  con- 
nected  with   the   prosecution   of   the   war. 

"By  way  of  correcting  a  popular  mis- 
coaoeptton.  it  will  be  pointed  out  that  the 
tribunals  themselves  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  enrollment  of  men  for  compul- 
sory aerviee.  They  will  select,  net  thoae 
who  are  te  ge,  but  these  who  are  to  stay 
behind.  The  Impression  has  got  abroad  ia 
aome  quartets  that  the  tribunals  are  es- 
sentially registration  bodies'  under  the 
act 

"When  the  preolametlon  la  issued  call- 
ln(  upon  the  flrat  class — unmarried  tten 
S«  to  14  years  old — a  certain  time,  not' 
yet  determined,  will  be  glvea  to  report 
te  tae  temporary  headquarters  pf  their 
dlstrlet  Those  who  claim  exemption  will, 
in  the  meantime,  go  to  the  examination 
tribunal.  There  will  be  no  mobilisation 
ot  the  men  required  until  the  tribunals 
pass  on  all  tha  applications  for  examina- 
tion, for  doabtlets  many  of  those  who 
will  seek  relief  will  not  have  their  appll- 
oatlosa    entertained. 

"Forms  of  application  for  examination 
will  be  placed  In  every  pest  oltlce,  and 
when  Oiled  out  they  will  be  forwarded 
free  ot  poatage  either  to  a  provincial  .tri- 
bunal, who  will  allot  them  to  the  proper 
local  tribunal,  or  tbey  may  be  advised 
directly    by   the    head    of   their    tribunal. 

"As  a  preliminary  step  It  is  planned  to 
establish  medical  boards  all  over  the 
cetjitry  to  the  snd  that  thoU  of  the  first 
class  who  elaim  exemption  because  of 
physical  aafltness  may  go  and  be  exam- 
ined. If  they  secure  certldcates  ot  dis- 
ability the  presentation  ot  them  to  the 
exemption  tribunal  will  lead  to  the 
prompt    Usuaace    of   exemption    certificates. 

"It  is  anticipated  that  during  the  pres- 
ent week  the  preliminary  commission 
which 'is  to  select  part  of  the  exemption 
tribunals  to  act  with  Judges  will  be  eon- 
stltuted."

WASIIINQTON,  Sept  4.— Capt  \|hart 
Oliver,  of  the  American  tank  ataamar 
Campana,  and  four  of  the  five  mem- 
bers of  tho  naval  gun  crew  who  were 
taken  prtaoner  when  the  ship  waa  cap- 
tared  in  Aug.  4  by  a '  Qerman  aubmarine. 
ase  in  a  prison  camp  at  Brandenburg, 
Pruaata.  the  American  Red  Cross  was 
advjaed  today  by  cable  from  Geneva. 

The  Campana  waa  forced  to  surren- 
der because  the  naval  guard  exhausted 
Ita  supply  of  laa  shells  In  a  four-hour 
running  fight  with  the  submarine,  which 
fired  neveral  hundred  shots  at  a  range 
of  more  than  7,000  yards.  The  Oermana 
continued  the  bombardment  after  the 
steamer  raUed  the  international  signal 
of  surrender,  members  of  tha  crew  aald. 
and  the  ahip'a  company  took  to  tha 
amall  boata 

The  aubmarlna  quickly  overhauled 
them  and  took  priaonar  all  the  men  it 
could  arcommodoate.  The  refhalndar  ot 
the  crew  were  allowed  to  return  to  the 
t'ampana  for  their  pOrAnal  affecta.  and 
then  tho  tanker  waa  aaat  down. 

After  drifting  nine  houra  in  the  small 
boata,  the  eight  naval  gunnora  and  40 
men  of  the  Campana'a  crew  were  ren- 
ouetf  by  a  Frhneh  warakip  and  landed  In 
Franco.  The  aahmarlno  oaptala  r«- 
portod  that  he  had  boan  aot  a  long  time, 
and  from  the  fact  that  ka  took  prlaon- 
era It  waa  aaauaad  ha  waa  akaat  ready 
to  returk  to  kta  kaaa.

Preaident  Wilson,  eyes  te  the  front, 
stepping  out  like  a  freahly  trained  ro- 
crult,  marched  at  the  head  of  tha  long 
line  surrounded  by  a  cemmittea  of  cltl- 
sans  who  arranged  the  parade.  Behind 
him  In  unbroken  ranks  eame  moat  of 
the  members  of  the  Senate  and  Hotise 
in  sach  a  tribute  as  ther  proltably  never 
have  given  on  any  occasion  in  the  long 
years  since  this  country  became  a  nation. 


TORONTO,  Sept.  4.— "When  wo  lay 
our  arms  with  the  Allies  we  will  have 
made  sure  that  the  autocracy  of  Pnta- 
sla  and  the  Cen.tral  Powers  is  crushed 
forever,"  eald  Chester  W.  Martin,  the 
American  consul.

Montreal  Conspirators  Aim  at 
Assassination  of  Premier 
Borden,  Lord  Atholstan  and 
Hon.  A.  S.  lileighen. 


MONTRKAU  0OPt  4.— Frustration  of 
plou  to  assassinate  81r  flobert  Borden 
and  Hon.  Arthur  Melghen.  SoUcitor-Oen- 
eral  of  Canada,  and  to  dynamite  the  Par- 
liament Buildings  at  Ottawa  waa  an- 
nounced by  the  polios  today  as  having 
bfea  effected  by  tko  arrest  of  aatl- 
consorlptlon  agitators  a|}<)ged  to  have 
been  responsible  tor  the  blowing  up 
about  a  month  ago  of  the  Buauner  home 
of  Lord  Atholatan.  who  controls  The 
Montreal    Dally    Star. 

During  last  night  the  police  rounded 
up  five  men  here  In  connection  with 
the  recent  dynamite  attenipt  and  other 
antl-conacrlptlon  dlstufbancos.  The 
police  now  have  eleven  men  in  custody, 
Including  participants  in  street  parados 
accused  of  carrying  concealed  weapona. 

The  p<4tce  during  Monday  and  today, 
as  a  result  of  confessions  of  men  under 
detention,  have  now  located  all  of  the 
dynamite  stolen  by  ttae  terrorists  In  con- 
nection with  the  antl-conscrlptlon  de- 
monstrations, except  fifty  pounds. 

The  officers  had  been  watching  the 
men  taken  laat  night  for  aoveral  days, 
and  the  men,  except  in  one  case,  offered 
no  peslstanee.  In  one  Instanco.  a  sus- 
pect drew  a  revolver,  but  the  officers 
disarmed  him  before  he  could  use  It. 
Memovod  Oartrldeso 

The  recent  plot  to  kill  Lrf>rd  Atholstan 
fallod  because  Elle  lialumlere,  one  of 
the  eleven  men  now  under  arrest  In 
connection  with  the  conspiracy,  removed 
the  cartridges  from  the  revolvers  of  the 
men  who  were  going  to  waylay  him.    • 

With  most  of  the  men  auspected  ot 
complicity  In  the  dynamiting  outrage 
under  lock  and  key,  the  police  today 
gave  out  details  of  the  anti-consorlption~ 
plot  that  has  been  uncovered  and  frus- 
trated here. 

The  anti-conacrlptMn  dynamiters 
had  mapped  out  the  following  pro- 
gramme: First,  the  murder  of  Lord 
Atholstan  as  he  drove  from  his  coun- 
try home  to  Montreal:  next,  the  dyna- 
miting of  his  lordship's  home  and  the 
offices  of  The  Montreal  Star;  then  Bo- 
Ilcltor-Qeneral  Arthur  Melghen  was  to 
be  assassinated  In  Ottawa:  then  the 
Prime  Minister,  Sir  Robert  Borden,  was 
to  be  murdered  and  the  Parliament 
Buildings  at  Ottawa  were  to  be  dyna- 
mited. 

The  anarchists  had  everything  pre- 
pared to  put  this  plan  Into  execution 
when  the  police  authorities  began  to  get 
suspicious  of  certain  of  the  tloket-of- 
leave  element  connected  with  the  organ- 
isation— that  Is,  Joseph  Leduc,  rounded 
up  yesterday,  and  who  tried  to  commit 
suicide  at  Lachute,  Que.,  and  Henri  Mo- 
nette,  now  being  chased  In  the  Lauren- 
tlan  Mountains,  Ste.  Agatho,  by  the 
police  In  motor  cars. 

The  police  believe  that  the  clues  they 
have  dug  up  In  connection  with  the 
plots  point  to  their' having  been  hatched 
primarily  by  a  prominent  man  herewith 
Ktrong  German  affiliations. 

The  police  further  announce  that  men 
In  clerical  garb  had  been  shadowed 
after  they  had  visited  the  home  of  one 
of  the  suspected  men,  and  that  Informa- 
tion In  reference  to  guns  and  ammuni- 
tion said  to  be  In  an  inatiti^tlon  In  the. 
city  was  being  Inves'tgated.

Contend  That  Austria's 
tary  Power  Caf  Be  Most 
Easily  Broken  on  Their  Front 
— Coming  Conference. 


NEW  TORK,  Sept.  4.— A  Waahlngton 
dispatch  to  The  New  York  Times  says: 

'*Word  has  reached  Washington 
through  ofllcial  channels  that  the 
Entente  Powers  will  soon  hold  an  Im- 
portant military  conference  la  Paris  to 
eanvaas  the  situation  along  the  fronts. 
TiM  Russian  situation  wUl  be  considered 
on  account  of  the  diaasters  that  have 
befall«n  the  Russian  armies  on  the  Riga 
and  Oallclaa  fronts  and  in  Roumania. 

**These  reverses  and  the  success  of 
the  Italian  oKensive  are  expected  to 
bring  about  a  complete  revision  of  the 
Sntent*  military  plans  for  the  Fall  and 
Winter  months.  I 

"The  suceass  of  the  Italians  has 
more  than  met  the  expectations  of  the 
military  experts  In  London  and  Paris. 
For  more  than  a  year,  according  to 
Information  reaching  here,  the  Italians 
have  Insisted  at  EIntent*  military  con- 
ferences that  a  decision  might  be 
reached  the  most  quickly  on  the  Italian 
front. 

"The  Italians  now  point  to  their  new 
successes  achieved  along  and  beyond 
the  Isonxo  as  a  JUStMcation  of  the 
soundness  of  their  contentions.  At  the 
coming  council  they  are  expected  to 
assert  that  if  they  receive  ample  coal 
and  munitions,  the  operations  on  the 
Isonso  front  can  be  carried  to  complete 
victory,  resulting  In  the  capture  of 
Trieste  and  destruction  of  Austria's 
military  powjer.  It  Is  possible  this  may 
result  in  the  diversion  of  tonnage  to 
Italy  to  carry  there  essential  sinews  of 
the   Italian   military    succeanes." 


XeaTy  Bald  on  Vola 
ROME,  Sept.  4. — Thirty  Italian  aero- 
planes dropped  nine  tons  of  bombs  on 
the  Austrian  naval  base  at  Pola,  caus- 
ing destruction  and  large  conflagra- 
tions.  It   Is  announced  officially  here. 

Bombs  were  dropped  on  the  Austrian 
fleet  at  anchor  and  also  on  military 
works. 

All  the  Italian  machines,  although 
determinedly  attacked,    returned   safely.

UDSNE.  Italy.  S*pt.  4.— Field-Marshal 
von  Ars,  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Austrian 
army,  is  reported  to  be  inspecting  his 
forces  on  the  Italian  front  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reorganising  his  troops,  de- 
moralized by  the  many  recent  defeata. 
Meanwhile  the  Italian  forces  continue 
their  steady  adi'ance  and  are  spread- 
ing over  a  large  tract  of  country,  es- 
pecially through  the  Brestovlsza  Val- 
ley and  over  the  Balnalssa  Plateau, 
oapturlur  trench  after  trench  and  in 
some  cases  finding  contingents  of  Aus- 
trian troops  literally  exhausted  and 
suflferlng  from  thirst  and  hunger,  their 
means  of  communication  having  been 
cut  off  by  the  well-directed  Italian  Are. 

The  Austrian  troops  on  Monte  San 
Gabriel  still  are  making  desperate  ef- 
forts at  resistance,  but  Italian  pickets 
are  gradually  moving  up  the  slopes, 
making  the  fall  of  the  position  only  a 
matter   of  time. 

Since  the  beginning  of  th*  present 
advance  the  Italian  forces  have  gained 
ground  every  day,  while  all  the  Aus- 
trlans'  efforts  to  recapture  lost  posi- 
tion* have  been  shattered  by  the  ener- 
getic  resistance  of  Cadorna's  army.

GENEVA,  Sept.  4. — A  dispatch  fi>om 
Innsbruck  says  that  after  leveral  ur- 
gent appeals,  Pteld-Marshal  von  Hm- 
denburg  has  consented  to  send  two 
divisions  of  Bavarian  troops  from  the 
Russian  front  to  the  Isonso  front  to 
strengthen  the  Austrian  defences.

Men  of  Navy  Are  Attacked  on 
Streets  of  Cork — Attempts 
Made  to  Break  Into  Their 
Lodgings.  * 


LONDON,  Sept  4.— Attacks  on  Ameri- 
can oaUors  on  Sunday  night  are  reported 
In  a  dispatch  from  Cork  to  The  Chron- 
icle. It  Is  said  that  gangs  of  young 
men  paraded  tb*  streets  and  sat  upon 
th*  AmericanB,  who  were  aeoompaiHed 
by  their  sweethearts. 

One  instance  cited  la  that  of  two 
Americans  who  wer*  attackad  on  the 
chief  ■tr*et  of  Cork,  a  young  woman 
with  th*m  being  insulted  and  having 
her  hat  torn  off.  The  correspondent  re- 
ports that  they  had  done  nothing  Im- 
proper or  oontrary  to  good  taft*  to  In- 
vite the  atUck,  and  as  for  as  could  be 
learnad  did  not  retaliate.  They  escaped 
on  a  tram  car. 

All  the  girls  who  auffered  at  th*  hands 
o%  th*  crowds,  the  dispatch  says,  belong 
to  th*  respectable  middle  class. 

An  attempt  was  made  at  11  p.m.  to 
break  Into  places  where  Americana  are 
staying,  the  dispatch  continues,  but  af- 
ter a  short  siege  the  attacKers  departed. 
Several  parties  paraded  the  streets  sing- 
ing Sinn  Fein  songs  and  performing 
military  evolutions.  Some  windows  were 
broken.  One  party  raided  the  pre'mises 
of  an  officers'  training  camp  and  vtole 
68  rifles,  SO  revolvers  and  a  number  of 
swords. 

The  correspondent  reports  that  he 
talked  with  several  American  sailors 
yesterday,  and  that  th^r  believed  the 
affair  was  organised,  but  were  not  aware 
of  the  reaaon.  They  said  they  had  been 
well-treated  hitherto  in  Ireland.

Ireland.  Very  favorable  conclusions  for 
the  success  of  the  convention  were 
drawn  from  it.  Ilie  sitting  was  in  the 
municipal  chamber,  and  the  Lord  Mayor, 
who  is  a  member  of  the  convention,  en- 
tertained the  delegates  at  a  luncheon  at 
th*  City  Hall. 

It  Is  felt  to  be  a  great  gain  that  Bel-

CHICAGO,  Sept.  4.— Chcago's  City 
Council,  sitting  as  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  at  the  end  of  a  turbulent  four- 
hour  special  session  today,  adopted  by 
a  vote  of  42  to  4  a  resolution  praising 
Governor  Frank  O.  L>ow(len  for  his  ac- 
tion In  overruling  Mayor  William  HaU 
Thompson  by  refusing  permission  to  the 
I'eople's  Council  for  democracy  and 
peace  terms  to  meet  In  Illinels,  and 
urging  the  state's  chief  executive  to 
prevent  any  meeting  in  the  future  which 
may  b*  Inimical  to  public  safety,  or  dis- 
loyal to  the  United  States.  Th*  resolu- 
tion, which  waa  presented  by  Aldert^an 
Toman,  was  strengthened  by  several 
amendments  before  final  adoption. 

Th*  City  Council  wilt  meet  October 
1  to  adopt  the  resolution  recommended 
by  the  aldermanio  committee  of  the 
whole. 

Mayor  Thompson  and  his  friends  In 
the  Council  made  a  stubborn  parliamen- 
tary fight  to  prevent  the  adoption  of  th* 
resolution. 

■Mayor  Thompson  at  one  time  urged 
th*  aldermen  to  take  a  recess  until  the 
evening,  hut  the  majority  Insisted  on  re- 
maining In  session  until  the  resolution 
had  been  adopted. 

Alderman  MIchaelson  led  the  opposi- 
tion to  the  renoiution  and  renorted  to 
every  possible  technicality  to  delsy  pro- 
ceedlng*.  Alderman  Toman  and  half  a 
dozen  others  spoke  for  the  majority  and 
scored  the  action  of  the  Mayor  in  en- 
couraging pacifist  agitation  In  Chicago.

Bvej^  now 
Canada  and  England  have  very^dlffer- 
ent  interests,  and  a  day  will  come,  ne-

In  defending  this  Boston  speech  next 
aesslon  in  the  Hous*  of  Commons.  Sir 
VVnfrld  said:  "Is  th*r«  a  Conadton 
anywhere  who  would  not  hall  with  Joy 
the  day  when  we  would  b*  relieved  of 
the  aervicea  of  British  diplomacy?  I 
have  again  and  again  repeated  that  the 
goal  of  my  aspirations  Is  to  see  Canada 
an  Independent  nation." 
_  After  the  Boer  war  had  been  going 
on  for  many  months  Sir  Wilfrid,  in  an 
Interview  published  In  a  Toronto  news- 
paper, declared  that  b*  had  no  Intantion 
of  sending  a  Canadian  contlngant  to 
South  Africa,  that  in  fact  th*  law 
would  not  permit  him  to  do  ao,  and 
ttot  until  Parliament  met  and  changed 
the  law,  the  Government  of  Canada 
1  could  not  apend  a  dollar  in  such  way. 
Thereupon  The  Montreal  SUr  sent  tele- 
grams to  every  mayor  and  reeve  in 
Canada  asking  for  an  expreaalon  of  th* 
■entlmeat  of  the  people  In  the**  cities 
and  municipalities  aa  to  the  sending 
^  of  such  a  contingent.  Theto  replies 
were  practically  unanimous  In  favor  of 
such  a  contingent  toing  Mnt.  Even 
then  Sir  Wilfrid  heslUted.  and  I  have 
It  op  the  authority  of  a  memtof  of 
ParlUment  of  that  day  that  it  was  not 
until  the  Governor-General,  Lord  Mlnto, 
had'  Intimated  to  blm  that  if  be  did 
not  aend  a  contingent  he  (Lord  Mlnto) 
would  soon  find  a  government  that 
would,  that  Sir  Wilfrid  yielded  and  re- 
luctantly did  what  he  had  previously 
declared  In  hia  Toronto  Interview  the 
law  would  not  allow  him  to  do.  Even 
at  that  he  allowed  the  Brltlah  taxpay- 
ers to  foot  all  the  bills  for  the  cost  of 
Canada's   part  In  that  war. 

In  1899  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  and  his 
French-CanadUn  following,  toth  in 
Parliament  and  In  the  huBtlngs,  bitter- 
ly opposed  the  Remedial  BUI,  on  the 
ground  that  J t  did  not  go  far  enough 
— ttot  It  did  not  restore  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  minority  of  Manltoto  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  with  respect  to  ^ 
separate  schools  of  which  they  had 
been  deprived  by  tto  Manltobt  LeglS-. 
lature.  He  gave  hia  Quebec  following 
to  underaUnd  ttot  If  he  were  elected 
to  power  he  would  see  to  It  ttot  all 
these  rights  would  be  restored.  His 
English-speaking  followers  In  the  other 
provinces  also  bitterly  opposed  the  Re- 
medial Bin.  but  on  entirely  opposite 
grounds.  They  denounced  it  aa  tyran- 
nical, an  attempt  to  coerce  Manitoba, 
etc. 

They  ,won  that  election  by  raising 
one  cry  in  Quebec,  a  cry  tosed  upon 
race  and  religion,  and  another  cry  In 
the  English-speaking  provlncesr  a  cry 
billed  more  or  less  upon  sectarianism. 
The  game  proved  a  success  then.  Will 
It  work  again  In  the  coming  election.? 
Perhaps  so — "some  of  the  people  can 
be  fooled  all  the  time."  B|y  Sam 
Hu»)ies  may  be  right,  however,'  when 
he  declared  that  the  time  will  com* 
when  the  people  will  decide  "to  stand 
no  more  damned  nonsen**  from  Que- 
bec."

Saanlch  Council  last  night  talked 
water.  Water  from  Humpback,  and 
Mayor  Todd's  auggeation  that.  It  be 
poured  out  upon  the  fruit  ranches  of 
Gordon  Head.  In  Councillor  Somera' 
opinion  water  was  a  very  good  thing, 
but  to  get  It  at  Its  best  It  ahould  be 
piped  Into  houses,  not  poured  upon  the 
soil,  especially  such  aoll  aa  Gordon 
Head  was  blessed  with.  Oordon  Head 
wanted  water,  so  far  he  would  agree 
with  Mayor  Todd,  but  they  wanted  It  In 
pipes,  a  little  at  a  time,  laid  into  th* 
homea  of  the  residents,  so  that  the  chil- 
dren could  get  a  bath  now  and  then. 
Water  on  tha  flelds?  Never  think  of  It! 
The  Iteeping  quality  of  the  fruit  would 
be  spoilt,  and  the  prairie  market  which 
had  been  built  up  on  the  wondrous 
quality  of  the  berries  at  the  <9nd  of  their 
long  Journey  would  be  destroyed  In  a 
Summer.  What  was  the  use  of  doubling 
the  quantity,  which  he  admitted  water 
on  the  land  might  do.  If  the  market  for 
strawberries  was  lost? 

Reeve  Borden  thought  that  the  cost 
of  water,  on  any  but  an  Irrigation  baala, 
would  be  prohibitive  for  farm  land,  and 
there  was  no  source  from  which  n>oney 
could  be  raised  for  the  large  pipes  re- 
quired. Councillor  Henderson  aald  that 
before  any  such  expensive  work  waa 
thought  of,  consideration  ahould  be  giv- 
en to  taking  water  from  Elk  lAke  and 
Prospect  LAke.  Three  or  four  inUlion 
gallons  a  day  could  be  secured  during 
the  Hummer  months,  and  th*  water 
would  not  have  to  be  paid  for.  Oi>en 
ditchea  and  a  few  wood-atave  pipes 
would  Irrigate  a  large  area,  an<r  wlille 
thla  did  not  touch  Gordon  Head,  yet 
there  wer^  other  areas  which  needed  Ir- 
rigation quite  as  much  aa  Councillor 
Bomers'  favored  district. 

Water  for  Somaatle  Ve* 

Councillor  Somers  came  back  with  an 
assurance  that  Gordon  Head  would  nev- 
er consent  to  any  Irrigation  acheme 
which  did  not  give  water  auitable  for 
domestic  purposes,  and  felt  aure  that 
this  was  flrst  in  the  thoughts  of  the 
residents  of  Gordon  Head. 

Accounta  which  were  presented 
showed  that  18,114.27  had  been  spent  on 
tbe  roads  during  the  past  month,  and 
I6S8.01   on   the  beaches. 

It  waa  decided  that  Agnes  Street,  from 
Broadway  to  Olanford  Avenue,  should 
be  graded  and  gravelled,  but  a  path  up 
the  face  of  the  cliff  at  Cordova  Bay, 
which  was  asked  for  by  George  Mannix, 
and  22  relativps,  friends,  and  relatives 
of  friends,  received  no  support  from  the 
council,  so  he  will  be  told  Uiat  no  funda 
are  available. 

The  ladles  of  Haanlch  will  have  the 
franchise,  a  by-law  giving  them  the  vote 
passing  unftnlmously. 

The  thanks  of  the  Saanlch  Council 
were  voted  to  the  Mayor  and  Fire  War- 
dens and  Fire  Chief  of  Victoria  for  the 
help  which  was  recently  given  by  the 
Victoria  Fire  Department  at  two  recent 
flres  in  the  Burnside  district.

Mr.  L.  Gordon  Resigns  Follow- 
ing Difference  of  Opinion 
With  Attorney-General  Over 
Film  "Damaged  Qoods," 


•  Mr.  Waltar  Hapburo.  of  Vancouver, 
haa  baan  appointed  Provlnelal  moving 
picture  emnmtr,  to  aucoaad  Mr.  U  Gor- 
don who  haa  raaignad.  Mr.  Hepburn 
waa  not  an  applicant  for  tha  poaltlan 
but  haa  decided  to  acoapt,  and  will  en- 
ter  upon    hia    duties   immediately. 

Beeause  of  the  action  of  tba  Attorney- 
General  in,  what  waa  virtually  an  ovar- 
idlag  of  his  ruling  In  reapeot  to  tho 
debarring  from  British  Columbia  of  tha 
Sim  "Damaged  Goods."  Mr.  C.  l>.  Gor- 
don, for  .the  paat  four  and  one-half 
years  chief  censor  of  moving  picturaa 
la  thla  FroTlnoa,  has  sent  in  hii  resig- 
nation to  Hon.  Mr.  Farrls,  under  whose 
supervision  the  oeasorahS^  department 
comaa. 

Raoantly  the  film  'T>amaged  Oooda," 
which  bad  a  lengthy  run  In  the  United 
States  and  haa  been  shown  In  soma  of 
tha  Weatern  Provlncea.  waa  given  a 
run  In  the  Variety  Theatre  here.  In  or- 
der that  the  Attomey-Oaneral,  wito  Is 
tha  Anal  court  of  appeal  from  deelaions 
of  the  censor,  might  personalty  view 
It.  Mr.  Gordon  had  refuaad  to  paaa  It, 
the  reasons  for  which  he  explalna  at 
length  In  his  letter  of  resignation.  Fol- 
lowing tho  private  run,  at  which  tha 
Attorney-General  was  accompanied  by 
Hon.  Dr.  MacL,ean,  Provincial  Beoretary; 
Hon.  John  Hart,  Minister  of  Finance; 
Hon.  Dr.  King,  MinlaUr  of  Publie 
Works;  Dr.  Sutherland,  M.P.P..  I^evel- 
steke,  and  a  number  of  othet-a,  Hon.  Mr. 
IiVrrls  gave  it  as  his  opinion,  one  con- 
curred in  by  bis  confreres  who  saw  the 
picture,  that  with  the  elimination  of 
some  portions  of  the  film  it  could  be 
flttinirly  shown,  especially  if  the  addi- 
tional precaution  were  taken  to  pro-_ 
Ttibit  children  from  wltnesslnc  it.  This 
decision  waa  communicated  to  the  chief 
cenaor,  who  haa  apparently  taken  um- 
brage at  tha  ruling,  and  haa  handed  Ip 
his  restgoation  as  a  result. 

Baaaad  in  the  SaaO 

In  his  letter  of  resignation  Mr.  Gor- 
don points  to  the  fact  that  "Damaged 
Goods,"  though  pasaad  for  production 
in  Alberta  and  aeen  In  Winnipeg  by 
segregated  audiences,  failed  to  aecur* 
endorsement  In  Ontario  and  'Quebec. 
Ha  maintains  that  tha  film  Is  much 
more  objectionable  than  any  other  he 
has  ever  rejected  and  that  to  permit 
Its  exhibition  would,  in  justice  to  other 
producers,  warrant  him  In  permitting 
them  to  show  all  Alms  he  had  hitherto 
rejected.  Ha  refusfs  to  agree  that  the 
educational  value  of  the  Aim  warrants 
Its  production  and  he  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  while  he  doea  not  desire 
It  to  be  understood  that  he  la  averse  to 
receiving  advice  and  Instruction  from 
the  Attorney-General,  at  the  same  time 
a  ruling  waa  made  by  the  former  At- 
torney-General, Mr.  M.  A.  Maodonald, 
to  the  effect  that  there  Is  no  appeal 
from  the  censor's  rulinar.  He  soggeata 
that  If  the  Aim  "Damaged  Goods"  la 
allowed  then  there  Is  no  need  for  a 
censorship  and  the  office  of  censor 
piifht  as  well  be  aboUahed. 
Ma  A«a  Uatia 

As  for  the  suggestion  that  young 
people  ba  excluded,  Mr.  Gordon  ven- 
tures the  opinion  that  nalthar  tha  pub- 
lla  nor  tha  theatra  proprietors  would 
welcome  such  an  Innovation  and  in  any 
event,  he  pointa  out.  there  la  no  provl- 
aion  in  the  preaent  recniatlons  for  plac- 
ing an  age  limit  upon  attendance  at 
moving  picture  performances.. 

Hon.  Mr.  Farrls  stated  yesterday  that 
it  was  not  his  desire  to  sit  In  appeal 
upon  decisions  of  the  cenaor,  but  after 
he  had  viewed  the  Sim  "Damaged 
Goods"  hare  he  had  dlscuaaed  tha  quaa- 
Uof^  of  ita  propriety  with  Hon.  Dr. 
MacLean,  Dr.  Sutherland  and  others, 
and  had  taken  ateps  to  ascertain  the 
opinion  of  prominent  persons,  and  he 
concluded  that  with  aome  expurgations 
tt  could  be  properly  shown  to  an  adult 
audience.  Its  educative  value,  he  be- 
lieved, was  Important.  /  These  opinions 
he  forwarded  to  Mr.  Gordon,  whose  lat- 
ter of  resignation  waa  tha  reply. 


SUE  PROVINCE  FOR 
BREACH  OF  CONIRACI 


Holder  of  Fort  George  Lands 
Will  Seek  to  Compel  Govern- 
ment to  Issue  Crown  Grant 
— ^Decision  Important. 


As  the  outcome  of  prolonged  negoti- 
ations with  tha  Provincial  Government, 
through  hfr  solicitor,  negotiations 
which,  she  claims,  have  failed  to  give 
her  tha  Justice  she  aaserta  Is  her  due, 
Mrs.  Thomas  Atkina  will  shortly  insti- 
tute action  against  tha  Province,  and  the 
first  atap  to  ba  taken  la  that  direolon 
will  ba  the  application  for  the  flat  of 
tha  Attomay-Ganeral  parmltttng  bar  to 
atart  action. 

Mra.  Atkins  has  bOin  saaking  a  crown 
grant  of  a  large  section  of  ao-called 
agricultural  lands  In  the  Bear  River  dia- 
^rict,  near  Fort  George.  She  purehaaad 
tha  lands  some  years  ago  and  haa  paid 
the  amount  thereon.  When  sha  applied 
to  tha  praaent  Oovammant  far  a  Crown 
grant  aha  waa  refused  on  tha  ground 
that  the  lands  ara  timber  lands  and 
could  not  be  olasaifiad  as  agricultural 
lands,  the  lattar  being  tna  elaaalflca- 
tlon  under  which  they  were  sold  to  bar 
by   tha  late   Government.  *

solicitor  for  Mm.  Atkina,  haa  had  num- 
erous eonferencea  with  the  Government 
on  t>ehalf  of  his  client,  but  without  sue- 
eaaa.  Ha  haa  raUlned  Mr.  Joaeph  Mar- 
tin. K.  C.  oa  counael  In  tha  eaaa  aaatnst 
tha  Provtnea.  Mr.  Martin.  It  la  atatad.

Imports  Potatoes  From  Egypt 
fdr  British  Consumption  — 
Te^ts  Wattle  Bark  for  Mak- 
ing Paper,

The  last  report  on  the  Work  of  the 
Imperial  Institute  presented  to  the  Kx.* 
acutive  Council,  of  which  Lord  Isling- 
ton is  chalrnion,  states  that  apart  from 
confldential  reports  to  tho  Admiralty, 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions,  tho  War 
Trade  Department,  and  other  Govern- 
ment Departments,  reports  were  •com- 
pleted on  the  composition,  value  and 
commercial  prospects  of  raw  materlala 
from  eighteen  countries  in  t,he  lOmvira 
overseaa,  while  the  enquiries  reoolved 
and  answered  related  to  aa  many  na 
thirty  British  countries. 

Five  tons  of  potatoes  which  were  for- 
warded to  the  Institute  from  Egypt  for 
trial  sale  In  the  BngUsh  imarket  proved 
to  ba  of  very  good  quality  and  were 
readily  disposed  of  in  London,  realising 
prtoas  up  to  B^d.  per  pound  wholesale. 
Whether  potatoes  from  Bgypt  could  be 
aold  at  a  proAt  in  normal  times  Is 
doubtful,  but  it  is  understood  that  the 
Bsyptlan  authorities  may  decide  to  ship 
consignments  of  potatoes  to  Kngland 
next  Winter,  and  the  Imperial  Institute 
has  offered  to  arrange  for  their  sale  In 
London.  Meanwhile  arrangements  are 
being  made  for  the  dispatch  of  aeed 
potatoes  of  the  type  preferred  in  Gng- 
land  for  trUi  in  Kgypt 

raipar  Vaoai  Wattla  Baak 

A  possible  new  raw  material  for  paper 
manufaoture  Is  Indicated  by  the  Increas- 
ing use  of  wattle  bark  by  British  tan- 
nera.  Lrfirge  quantities  of  the  apent 
bark  are  likely  to  be  available  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  Investigations  con- 
ductad  at  the  Imperial  Inatltute  show 
that  thouarh  the.  yield  of  pulp  from  the 
bark  is  somewhat  low,  the  material  if 
prpmlaing  for  the  production  of  brown 
paper  and  the  cheaper  arradea  of  white 
or  cream  papers,  such  as  niswapapers. 
Arrangements  are  now  being  made  at  a 
Britlah  paper  mill  for  a  large  scale  trial 
of  the  apent  bark. 

A  apaelal  mono|[raph,  supplementary 
to  to  others  on  various  minerals  pub- 
lished in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Imperial  In- 
atltute, la  now  in  preparation,  dealing 
with  the  occurrence  and  utilisation  of 
line  ores  through  the  world,  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  the  Brltlah  Kmplre. 

An  enquiry  has  been  received  from 
Zansibar.  regarding  the  dli|posal  of  clove 
atoms,  which  before  the  war  were 
ahipped  m-incipally  to  Germany.  It  la 
uitderstood  that  thla  by-product  of  the 
Zansibar  clove  industry  waa  used  for 
two  purposes:  (I)  grinding  to  powdar, 
for  uae  aa  a  cheap  spice  in  place  of  gan- 
ulna  clove  powder,  and  (2)  distillation 
of  volatile  oil.  There.is  nbt  likely  to  be 
a  large  demand  for  tha  stems  for  the 
Arst  ot  these  purposes  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  but  the  possibility  of  distil- 
ling oil  from  them  has  been  dlscuaaed 
with  a  number  of  easential  oil  distilftra, 
aad  as  a  reault  it  appears  probable  that 
a  market  might  be  found  for  the  stems 
for  that  purpose.

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  recent 
arrivals  by  steamship  at  Halifax  was 
Lady  Drummond.  head  of  the  Canadian 
Red  Cross  Information  Bureau  in  Lon- 
don. She  haa  gone  to  Montreal  un  ten 
days'  leave.  Lady  Drummond  has  done 
more  llun  her  "bit"  for  her  country. 
Her  work  In  connection  with  tbe  Red 
Cross  is  endleaa.. 

To  Interested  people  in  Halifax  Lady 
Drummond  briefly  told  of  some  of  the 
work  whioh  the  Canadian  Red  Cross 
was  aocompllshing.  "I  am  only  on  ten 
daya'  leav«,"  said  Lady  Drummond.  "l 
could  not  possibly  stay  away  longer, 
we  are  so  very  busy  Just  now,  with  se 
many  wounded  coming  in.  I  want  you 
to  speak  of  the  voluntary  workers.  Wa 
have  hundreds,  both  English  and  Can- 
adian, and  they  are  doing  a  splendid 
work  in  our  department  aa  well  aa  tn 
others.  Tbe  old  Hamburg-American 
building,  which  wo  ocoupy,  t«  filled 
completely  with  our  workers,  but  please 
say  tha  name  of  the  building  has  been 
changed." 

From  enthusiasm  over  her  work,  Lady 
Drummond  briefly  told  of  some  when 
she  mentioned  her  mission  to  Canada. 
"I  have  come  back,"  she  said,  "to  sea 
my  only  son's  wee  boy,  bOrn  after  I 
went  to  England.  My  son,  Capt.  Ouy 
Drummond,  was  killed,  and  I  want  to 
see  the  baby.  I  am  returning  Immedi- 
ately, being  only  on  ten  days'  leave." 

Lady  Drummond  told  of  an  Aus- 
tralian woman  on  board,  who  had  been 
interested  in  Red  Cross  work  and  was 
returning  to  Australia.  Her  name  was 
Miss  Living.  "She  has  never  been  In 
Canada  before,  and  is  most  enthuslastle 
over  the  visit.  She  thinks  the  Canadian 
soldiers  ara  wonderful  and  remarked  on 
the  splendid  vitality  they  seem  to  have 
after  receiving  severe  wounds."  Lady 
Drummond  ssys  the  Canadians  are 
showing  fine' spirit  and  come  hack  more 
devoted   to   their  country  than  over. 

Toronto  hopes  to  have  the  privilege 
of  entertaining  her,  and  It  Is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  distance  and  the  shortness 
of  her  absence  of  leave  does  not  leave 
tlipe  in  which  to  address  western  audi- 
ancea. 


that  time  will  have  grown  cold.  It  is 
time  for  every  woman  who  has  been 
taking  a  rest,  however  well  earned,  to 
renew  her  labors.  Husbands,  brothers, 
sons,  lovers  and  friends  need  to  be 
helped  and  comforted  as  much  as  In 
tha  first  year  o^  the  war.  The  so- 
oietlleB  will  do  their  best  and  women 
as  well  as  men  ahould  rally  to  their 
help,  but  the  most  welcome  of  all  gifts 
are  those  which  are  sent  from  home. 

Men  will  go  into  the  training  camps 
from  every  part  of  Canada.  Many  of 
the  roorults  will  have  come  from  homes 
which  can  spare  little.  The  first  sUge 
of  their  long  Journey  must  be  made  as 
little  difficult  aa  possible.  The  women 
of  Canada  helped  in  the  beginning  of 
the  war;  they  should  be  of  even  more 
assistance  now  when  the  dullest 
among  us  realizes  the  meaning  of  the 
awful  struggU  in  which  the  manhood 
of  the  world  is  engaged. 

Red  Cross  appeals  should  not  fall 
upon  deaf  ears.  Hospitals  are  filled 
with  the  wounded  and  men  must  not  be 
left  to  suffer  needlessly  while  families 
at  home  have  more  than  they  need. 
Victoria  has  hitherto  done  her  share  In 
contributing  to  tbe  Canadian  Red  Cross. 
It  is  possible  that  In  the  coming 
WlnUr  the  higli  prices  of  food  and  fuel 
will  Uke  all  the  money  many  working 
people  have  to  keep  want  from  their 
own  doors. 

There  are  in  our  city  as  in  all  parts 
of  Canada  men  and  women  who  have 
more  than  they  need.  The  time  ^las 
come  for  these  to  help  in  earnest 
Thoae  who  are  earning  good  salaries 
and  have  no  one  depending  on  them, 
some  who  have  substantial  sums  In  the 
banks,  others  whose  business  is  even 
more  prosperous  than  usual  because  of 
the  war,  all  these  may  be  expected  to 
help  liberally. 

Women  have  given  generously  of 
their  time,  but  there  are  some  who  havf 
taken  their  ease  and  followed  their  own 
pleasure.  Surely  these  will  not  wait  for 
the  cry  of  distress  before  they  come  to 
help.  Every  Red  Cross  branch,  every 
chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  Empire  is 
making  soldiers'  comforts  and  each 
Would  welcome  more  help.  Thousands 
of  women  are  sending  to  their  own  and 
working  for  them.  They  are  generous 
givers  to  other  funds  when  they  have 
the  means.  They  should  not  be  over- 
burdened while  others  look  on  Idle.  Lot

A  new  system  of  arm  ypromotlon,  as 
a  result  of  the  deliberations  of  a  spe- 
cial committee  appointed  by  the  Army 
Council,  has  been  recommended,  and  for 
the  most  part  accepted  by  the  Army 
Oouncil.  which  Will  be  of  Interest  to 
many  returned  officers,  as  It  applies  to 
all  branches  of  the  army. 

The  committee,  under  the  chairman- 
ship ol  Mr.  Winston  Churchill,  M.  P., 
haa  Included  In  the  recommendations 
the  following: 

Regimental  officers  granted  acting 
rank  below  that  of  lieutenant-colonel  on 
service  ihould.  when  sick  or  wounded, 
retain  that  rank  so  long  as  ,  .ley  were 
at  home,  but  should  not  be  entitled  to 
the  pay  of  the  acting  rank,  unleaa  fill- 
ing a  position  at  home  for  which  pay 
Is,  allowed.  Acting  lieutenant-colonels 
should  revert  to  the  rank  of  major  un- 
der theae  circumslancas. 

The  foregoing  Is  a  recent  ruling,  hav- 
ing been  made  last  month.  It  Is  only 
one  of  the  many  changes  In  the  old 
system  of  promotion  In  the  British 
Army  that  the  conditions  In  tbe  present 

war   have   made  necessary.

It  is  with  a  mingling  of  pride 
and  sadness  that  mothers  watch  the 
little  folk  as  they  sUrt  away  to  enter 
upon  B  life  new  to  them.  Few  mothers 
can  repress  a  sigh  of  regret  as  they 
rfilizo  that  otfiers  must  share  their 
laskH.  There  is  little  need  for  mis- 
giving. The  teachers  who  stand  ready 
to  welcome  the  little  wayfarers  are 
wise  and  kind  women  whose  hearts  are 
full  of  love  and  sympathy  ror  the 
children.

Orpp  Bombs  Freely  on  Posr- 
tions  Behind  Lines  of  the 
Enemy  in  Belgium. 


LOIfDON,  Sopt  i.-«CoBtlnutBg  their 
raids  over  Belgium.  Brltlah  aviators  on 
Sttoday  Bight  Rtado  attacks  in  the 
vlelalty  of  Bruges.  A  British  aero- 
plane fought  six  Oermans  and  shot  one 
of  them  down.  Tho  fVllowUig  oAclal 
account  of  these  operations-  was  given 
out  today : 

"Some  ,of  our  aavml  aircraft  made  a 
bombing  raid  at  midnight  Sua^y  on 
tho  docks,  submarine  ahelters  and  rail- 
way* sidings  at  Bruges.  Bombs  were 
observed  to  explode  over  the  objeotlves 
and  flro  was  esused  adjacent  to  the 
lock  gates  of  the  Bel  use  Canal. 

"A  raid  also  was  made  early  Monday 
morning  on  the  aerodrome  at  Varsaen- 
aero  (4^  mllea  southwest  of  Bruges). 
Bombs  were  seen  to  explode  among 
tho  sheds.  One  of  our  machines  was 
attackad  by  six  hostile  aircraft  and 
succeeded  in  shooting  down  one  com- 
pletely out  of  control.  In  an  engage- 
meat  between  one  of  our  aircraft  pa- 
trols and  enemy  machines  there  were 
three  decisive  oombats.  One  of  our 
machines  failed  to  return." 


PARIS,  Sept  4. — Today's  report  says: 
"The  vicinity  of  Calais  aad  Dunkirk 
vislUd  last  night  by  Gerntan 
aviators,  who  threw  down  bomos. 
Calais  reports  that  several  persons 
were  either  killed  or  Wounded,  in  the 
environs  of  LunevtUs  and  in  the 
country  to  the  north  of  Nancy  there 
also  wena  visits  from  enemy  aeroplanes. 
The  material  damage  was  insignificant 
and  no  one  was  hurt.

Furthermore,  French  rou- 
chlnes  bombed  the  railroad  stations  at 
Roulers  and  Liehervelde,  in  Belgium: 
the  aviation  flelds  at  Colmar,  Frascatl 
and  Habsheim,  and  t)^e  railroad  sta- 
tions at  Connans,  Cambral,  Thionville, 
Metz  and  Wolppy.  A  violent  outbreak 
of  flames  was  observed^  During  the 
.  course  of  these  various  operations 
16,000  kilos  (33,000  poundfe)  of  projec- 
tiles were  thrown  downjsy  our  squad- 
rons upon  locations  yot  the  enemy, 
which  suffered  heavy^amage. 

"During  the  ^kCy  of  September  3 
French  pursuit  aeroplanes  brought 
down  thirteen  Oerman  machines,  most 
of  which  were  completely  destroyed."

Man- 
geau  suggested  that  a  dosen  "otrongand 
brave  Canadians  ahoold  go  with  him  to 
get  Lafartuoe."  They  would  not  play 
uselessly  with  firearms,  he  said.  How- 
rvor,  before  be  had  finished  speaking, 
Lafortune   turned   up  at   the   meeting. 

At  the  flnlah  of  the  meeting  Lafor- 
tune waa  escorted  home  by  a  bodyguard 
of  his  friends,  to  make  certain  he  would 
itot  be  molested. 

Arthur  Blackwell,  one  of  the  men  ar- 
rested in  connection  with  the  dynamit- 
ing of  Lord  Atholstan's  house,  held 
simply  on  a  charge  of  theft  and  pos- 
(•esslng  dynamite,  was  charged  with  the 
attempted  murder  of  Lord  Atholstan.

AND  SAVED  THE  ARNIY 

General  Fitz  Clarence,  V.C, 
Saw  Vital  5pat  in  German 
Ranlcsr  Attacl<ed,  and  Stayed 
Rush  on  Calais,  \-  "*" 


A  name  which  will  flash  and  shine 
In  British  military  history  when  the 
war  Is  over  and  the  great  achievements 
of  the  generala  appraised  is  that  of  the 
lato  General  Charles  FitiClarence,  V.C, 
who  fell  while  leading  his  Irish  Ouardp 
into  their  advanced  trenches  in  Novem- 
ber, 1014.  Ue  will  be  remembered  as 
the  man  who  Saved  the  day  at  the  first 
Battle  <of  Ypres,  who  turned  a  defeat, 
perhaps  a  terrible  disaster.  Into  a  vic- 
tory; who  stopped  the  Oerman  drive 
on  Calaia  and  held  the  Belgian  coast 
clear.  Wha^  he  did  at  the  flrst  Battle 
of  Ypres  the' Canadians  did  at  the  sec- 
ond Battle  of  Ypres.  but  perhaps  there 
Is  no  individual  name  in  the  second  des- 
perate encounter  that  will  emerge  like 
tho  name  of  FltxClarence.  There  were 
many  men  as  brave  and  resourceful  in 
the  army;  it  happened  that  it  was  de- 
nted them  to  show  the  sam«  qualities 
of  military  genius  and  decision.  Fitx- 
Clarence  got  his  chance,  but  be  would 
be  the'  last  man,  probably,  to  claim  tho 
credit  This  he  would  give  to  a  bat- 
talion of -the  Worcesters. 

.     Baited  ta  oaalal  Baaerds 

The  story  of  that  wonderful  fight  on 
the  last  day  of  Octobsr,  1914,  which 
now  seems  ancient  history,  is  told  by  a 
writel-  in  Blackwood's  Magasine.  It  is 
compiled  from  ofllcial  records,  where  It 
and  a  thousand  other  deeds  of  daring 
and  self-sacriilcs  are  safely  buried  to 
await  the  delvtngs  of  historians  of  a 
later  generation.  The  British  had  at- 
tempted an  offensive  with  Inadequate 
forces  and  with  inferior  artillery,  and 
the  Oermans,  taking  advantage  of  su- 
periority* in  every  respect  but  fighting 
spirit  and  doggednesn,  had  hurled  00,- 
000  fresh  troops  unexpectedly  Into  West 
T-'landers.  The  British  advance  was 
checked,  and  the  Oerman  offensive  wa.<« 
begun.  Even  in  the  few  weeks  that  the 
OerQians  had  been  tn  contact  with  the 
"Old  Contemptlbles"  they  had  learned 
to  respect  the  British  soldier,  and  con- 
sequently they  did  not  begin  their  at- 
tack until  they  had  prepared  the  waV 
with  an  artillery  fire  that  was  the 
heaviest  that  had.  ever  been  felt  up  to 
that  time. 


Olear  Oo  Oalala 

When  the  Oerman  Infantry  advanced 
the  British,  fighting  doggedly,  either 
fell  back  or  illed  where  they  stood.  The 
situation  became  desperate,  for  the  Ger-. 
mans  pressing  toward  the  Ypres-Co- 
mines  canal  were  threatening  the  com- 
munications of  the  1st  CorpH  under  Sir 
Douglas  Halg.  Once  these  communica- 
tions were  cut  destruction  waa  the  only 
possibility  *and  the  enemy  would  be 
free  to  advance  to  Calais.  One  British 
flank  seemed  about  to  be  turned;  there 
was  a  clear  gap  through  which  the  en- 
emy could  advance,  and  Sir  John  French 
and  Sir  Douglas  Halg,  atanding  at  a 
distance,  watched  the  walking  wounded 
and  stragglers  trickling  through  to  the 
rear.  Halg  had  already  ordered  a  re- 
treat, when  suddenly  the  line  of  strag- 
glers ended.  An  orderly  brought  the 
startling  news  that  the  Oerman  ad- 
vance had  been  stopped,  that  the  1st 
Division  was  reforming,  that  Oheluvolt, 
tho  keystone  position,  had  been  retaken: 
It  was  not  till  some  time  afterwards 
that  It  waa  dtacovered  wliat  had  hap- 
pened and  what  tropps  under  whoso 
magio  order  had  snatched  victory  from 
defeat

Dealers  Must  Pay  Fancy  Prices 
for  Cod  and  Halibut,  or  Do 
Without  —  Indiana  Prefer 
Hop-Picking.    " 


The  attraction  to  tha  West  Coast  of 
tha  regular  flahermcn  to  share  In  tbe 
cannery  flshing.  and  the  general  dlsln- 
oUnatlon  of  othara  to  enter  tha  Indus- 
try In  watera  adjacent  to  the  city,  are 
two  agencies  that  afe  combining  to 
ataadlly  advance  Ash  prices  In  Victoria. 

Orientate  entirely  control  the  fresh 
flsh  aupply,  and  at  present  the  only 
boats  regularly  engaged  in  catching 
halibut  and  cod  for  the  Victoria  trade 
are  two  Japanese  -launches.  Realising 
bow  much  depends  on  them,-  the  aklp- 
pera  of. these  boats  have  taken  it  into 
tbalr  hands  to  chaT-ge  whatever  pricea 
tbay  happen  to  want  and,  having  no  al- 
ternative, local  dealers  are  paying  those 
prices.  Otherwiee,  the  flaherraen  casu- 
ally drop  tha  flab  Into  the  water  again 
and  mutter  tba  Japanaae  equivalent  to 
"iretbing  doing." 

At  laast,  that  ia  the  situation  aa 
alied  up  yesterday  by  a  Victoria  flsh 
dealer  who  handles  a  large  percentage 
of  the  retail  bualness.  Tht  only  out- 
atda  aourea  for  iiallbut  and  cod  is 
Prince  Rupert,  and  the  supply  from 
there  la  Irregular.  Now  and  then 
aomeone  catchea  one  of  '  the  species 
while  trawling  for  salmon  and  it  Is 
brought  into  the  city  to  ralleve  the  de- 
ficiency, but  thoaa  caught  in  thla  way 
are  so  Saw  that  the  source  la  anything 
but  dependable. 

In  tbe  same  way,  the  supply  of  fraah 
aalmon  here  la  alao  meagre,  and  prices 
bava  not  changed  within  tha  past  few 
wadka.  notwithstanding  th^  fact  that 
plenty  of  eohoes  have  been  running  up 
tha  Stralta  this  aSason.  according  to  re- 
porta.  Two  boya  went  out  to  8ooke 
one  day  laat  week  nniV  with  a  net 
caught  Sfty  aalmon  within  a  few  hours. 
Tbay  found  a  ready  demand  for  their 
haul  la  Victoria  flab  atorea.  but  there 
appeara  to  ba  a  great  aoarclty  of  indl- 
viduala  hare  who  will  undertake  to 
catch  any  mora  flah  than  their  own  re- 
qulraiaatrta  demand. 


"Tbe  Indiana  could  help  out  a  good 
deal,  but  tbey  are  too  lasy,"  aald  a 
dealer  yesterday.  "InalesUI  of  going 
out  ta  their  canoaa  and  making  a  good 
livtag  catching  for  tha  Victoria  mar- 
ket, they  prefer  to  ^bang  around  the 
oanneriea  and  atoraa  and  pick  up  flah 
haada  and  oiral.

In  the  meantime  the  nrst  of  the  main 
crop  along  the  Fraser  River  valley  is 
being  harvested,  and  roost  of  the  city's 
present  supply  comes  from  that  local- 
ity. Jn  anticipation  of  the  shipments 
which,  it  Is  expected,  wilt  steadily  in- 
crease In  volume  from  now  on,  potato 
prices  are  rapidly  declining,  yesterday 
witnessing  a  drop  of  SO  cents  on  the 
sack,  wholesale.  Practically  no  re- 
ports whatsoever  have  been  received 
here  yet  indicating  what  the  Ashcroft 
crop  will  be  like.  But  this  much  aeems 
certain — that  potato  prices  will  be  kept 
down  throughout  the  Winter  and  at  no

Jud(ment  In  a  ault  of  eomtderable 
importance  to  crain  shippers  and  im- 
pprters  was  handed  down  at  Vancouver 
Saturday  by  Mr.  Justice  Macdonald  in 
the  suit  of  Balfour,  Quthrle  ft  Co..  vs. 
the  O.  P.  R.  The  sun  which  was  for 
14,000  damages  done  to  a  largo  conslsn- 
ment  of  Manchurian  raalse  during  ship- 
ment across  the  Pacifle  on  the  S.  S. 
Monteacle  in  March, '1916.  is  dismissed. 
Maise.  It .  transpired  at^the  trtal,  is 
a  very  difflcult  product '^to  handle  in 
shipment  in  Sprlns  owing  to  its  tend- 
ency to  germinate  if  exposed  to  heat 
and  moisture.  The  shltNnent  of  S.SK 
bag*  of  maise  were  accepted  a*  being  in 
good  order  and  condition  and  stored  In 
No.  1  and  2  holds,  but  when  delivered  in 
Vancouver  showed  sign*  of  Rerminatlon 
and  had  to  ^e  eold  at  a  reduced  price 
for  fodder. 

Qneattoa  of  TaatUattoa 
In  hta  Judgment,  which  I*  a  very 
lengthy  one,  and  reviews  the  cases  cited 
at  very  considerable  detail.  Mr.  Justice 
Macdonald  points  out  that  there  is  no 
question  of  the  seaworthinens  of  the 
vessel,  and  the  matter  comes  down  to 
the  question  of  ventilation  adopted  by 
the  steamship  autl-oritles  to  Iceep  the 
cargo  cool,  and  to  the  condition  In  which 
the  grain  had  been  received. 

In  spite  of  the  tact  that  the  shipment 
had  t>een  described  as  alfed  and  sun- 
dried  at  Kobe,  his  lordship  deduces  from 
the  fact  that  S.SVO  tons  of  rloe  came 
across  with  only  minor  damage  on  the 
vessel  that  any  damage  which  resulted 
must  have  been  from  natural  heat  en- 
gendered in  the  maise.  Heat,  he  points 
out,  is  one  of  the  exceptions  which  re- 
lieve* the  defendant  company  from  any 
liability. 

The  trial  lasted  for  a  couple  of  weeks 
In  Vancouver,  and  waa  regarded  as  a 
test  eaa*  by  other  potential  litigants. 
Mr.  B,  C.  Mayers  appeared  for  Balfour, 
Outhrle  A  Co..  and  Mr.  J.  IS.  MoMullen 
for  the  C.  P.  R.  An  Appeal  to  the 
Court  of  Apeal  Is  regarded  as  prob- 
able.

But  be- 
fore the  balance  of  915,000,  thn  amount 
estimated  by  the  Revelstoke  Board  of 
Trade  to  complete  the  work,  is  author* 
ised  a  detailed  statement  must  be' pre- 
sented to  the  minister.  The  depart- 
ment's district  engineer  Is  now  making 
an  investigation  of  the  proposed  route 
ef  the  road  with  a  view  to  securing 
definite   details    of   the   cost.

WIRING  INSPECTOR 

BACK  ON  FULL  TIME 

Wiring  Inspector  J.  A.  Daly  was  last 
night  again  put  on  full  time  by  the  city 
council  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
electric  light  committee,  following  tho 
appeals  of  practically  all  the  electrical 
companies  of  the  city.  Mayor  Todd  and 
Alderman  Andros  objected  to  the  move, 
but  were  voted  down.  The  council  some 
time  ago  put  Mr.  Daly  on  half  tSmc,  as 
it  waa  said  there  was  not  enough  wir- 
ing Inspecting  to  >be  done  to  keep  him 
busy,  now  that  building  had  dropped  off. 
The  electrical  companies  objected  to 
this,  saying  it  was  necessary  for  them 
to  be  able  to  call  on  the  inspector  any 
time  during  the  day. 

"This  man  is  not  busy  all  the  time,  or 
oAe-half  the  time,"  said  Alderman  An- 
dros. "Why  should  he  not  be  given 
work  by  which  he  can  earn  the  salary 
paid.  Now  he  doesn't  do  three  or  four 
hours'  work  a  day.  I  am  not  blaming 
the  man,  but  the  council  for  not  giving 
him  enough  work.  There  are  lots  of 
things  he  could  be  doing  at  the  City 
Hall  when  he  is  not  Inspecting  wiring. 
My  idea  is  not  to  get  rid  of  him,  but  to 
have  him  doing  something,  not  just 
waiting  around  for  something  to  hap- 
pen." 

Mayor  Todd  said  that  the  wiring  In- 
epector,  the  plumbing  Inspector  and 
other  olllces  produce  very  little  work  for 
the  time  they  put  in  and  the  pay  they 
received. 

'..'The  situation  in  the  city  at  present 
is  that  we  have  got  to  let  men  go  one 
after  the  other,"  continued  the  Mayor. 

Alderman  Johns  explained  that  Chief 
Davis  bad  reported  that  Klectrlclan  Mc- 
Micking,  of  the  Fire  Department,  would 
have  time  to  do  most  of  the  wiring  in- 
specting besides  his  own  work. 

Some  of  the  aldermen  on  thin  declared 
that  the  two  offices  might  b*  combined 
under  one  man.
